Photographer in tourist hotspot terror stop • Press rights triumph 

PRESS FREEDOM VICTORY 
AS POLICE STOPS CONTINUE 



Committed to defending 
your photographic rights! 


A PHOTOGRAPHER was 

stopped in Trafalgar Square and 
suspected of being a terrorist, in 
a move that suggests the police 
war on photography in public is 
far from over 

AP reader Mark White 
witnessed the drama and 
captured it on a memory card 
while using his newly purchased 
Sony NEX-5 camera. 

The man - who was using a 
Canon DSLR and a Manfrotto 
tripod - was stopped and 
searched under Section 43 of 
the Terrorism Act, police later 
confirmed to AP 

This latest in a long line of 
police confrontations with 
photographers occurred on 
22 June at around 8 30am, 
said Mark, who told us: 

The officer began to fill 
in a form for a good 
five minutes and 
eventually led him 
[the photographer] 
away.’ 

However, a Met 
spokeswoman told 
us that 'no offence 
was apparent and no 


further action was taken' 

She said police are justified 
in carrying out a Section 43 
stop-and-search if an officer 
'witnesses what they deem to 
be suspicious behaviour’. 

Police have not released the 
man's name. 

By law, police should only 
stop and search a person under 
Section 43 if they ‘reasonably 
suspect 1 the person to be a 
terrorist. 

The police stop came shortly 
before AP launched a lens cloth 
outlining photographers' rights 
when taking pictures in public. 

Meanwhile, a photographer 
and a videographer have each 
won £3,500 in damages from 
the Metropolitan Police after 
the pair were prevented from 
recording a protest outside the 
Greek Embassy in 2008 

Although the incident is not 
terrorism related, the 
Met admitted that 
it breached 
Article 10 of 
the European 
Convention 
on Human 
Rights - and 
failed to respect 
press freedom 
- when an officer

pulled a camera away from 
photographer Marc Vallee and 
covered the lens on a camera 
being used by videographer 
Jason Parkinson. 

The pair were attempting to 
record a political protest outside 
the Greek Embassy, west 
London, in December 2008 
Marc Vall£e told AP The 
question to consider is: "Is 
the overall harassment of 
photographers by the police a 
deliberate policy or a series of 
unrelated mistakes?'” 

He added: 'You have to 


ask yourself whether it is in 
the DNA of the Metropolitan 
Police to restrict and harass 
photographers and, if so, what 
are we going to do about it?' 

The payout is being hailed as 
a victory for press freedom and 
a massive boost for the rights of 
photographers. 

National Union of Journalists 
general secretary Jeremy 
Dear said: 'We have achieved 
a significant victory - it is right 
that the police admit liability, 
apologise and compensate 
those whose basic human rights 
were breached in such a blatant 
and aggressive manner.' 

Chez Cotton, head of the 
Police Misconduct department 
at law firm Bindmans LLP, 
said the pair had complied 
with police requests to leave 
the area, but were ‘forcibly 
removed' and told to report 
from a distance. 

Cotton added: 'My clients 
were physically prevented 
from reporting on protest and 
political unrest of international 
importance.' 

A Met spokesman told us: 

The MPS [Metropolitan Police 
Service] has apologised and 
accepted liability for a breach of 
freedom of expression...'

Photobook supplier in ‘mistranslation’ error 

CEWE IN PHOTO 
RIGHTS U-TURN

to pressure and assured photographers 
they will retain copyright over their images 
entered into a Europe-wide competition. 

European photofinishing firm CEWE 
Photobooks, which counts Jessops as its 
'biggest partner supplier’, was forced to 
review the rules of its Europe is Beautiful 
competition after AP pointed out a clear 
copyright breach. 

The terms stated: 'By entering the 
competition, the participants grants [sic] 
CEWE and related CEWE businesses on a 
non-exclusive basis all present and future 
rights, including, without limitation, all 
copyrights and related proprietary rights. 

'In particular, CEWE shall have the right 
to publish, duplicate, distribute or otherwise 
exploit the images in perpetuity throughout 
the world in any [sic] all media by any and all 
means, methods, processes or devices now 
known and hereafter invented.' 


CEWE has since blamed the 'mistake’ on a 
'mistranslation' of the rules issued by CEWE's 
German HQ and re-written them in 'plain 
English'. 

A spokeswoman said: ‘The error occurred 
during translation into English from our HQ 
in Germany, where the competition and 
microsites were created, but we’d like to 
reassure readers and prospective entrants 
that the terms have now been amended 
accordingly and photographers' copyright 
over their images will always remain intact 
when they enter the competition.’ 

Although the revised terms fail to 
explicitly state that photographers retain 
copyright, the spokesman assured AP this 
is the case. 

Jessops had earlier moved to distance 
itself from the competition. 

The contest urges photographers to enter 
their best images of Europe for the chance 
to win prizes that include a two-week cruise 
and Panasonic Lumix DMC-FZ38 camera

PICTURE ibrary giant Getty 
Images is under fire amid fears 
its new deal with image-sharing 
website Flickr will expose 
amateur photographers to 
exploitation. 

All Flickr users can now 
indicate on the Flickr website 
whether they want their 
uploaded pictures to be 
available for sale by Getty to 
third parties. 

Flickr is understood to have 
40 million registered users and 
a library of four billion images. 

But some photographers fear 
that Flickr users may 
inadvertently agree to hand 
Getty the rights to all their 
pictures - and sign up to accept 
fees lower than their professional 
counterparts - in a controversial 
extension of a deal announced 
two years ago, which only 
affected Flickr users specifically 
chosen by Getty's editors. 

Getty Images has confirmed 
that it has the exclusive right 
to license a member's images, 
and images substantially 
similar to those, once they 
[have] accepted their invitation 
and signed the Getty Images 
Contributor Agreement. 

Flickr users have to agree to 
indicate whether they want all 
their photos to be licensed by 
Getty, or none at all. 

This has led to concerns 
that Getty is exploiting 
photographers' rights by not 
explicitly stating they can opt 
out for individual images that 
they may be able to sell for a 
higher fee elsewhere (where an 
agency does not take a cut of 
the fee, for example). 

John Toner, freelance 
organiser at the National Union 


flickr 

Getty says the deal will 
open up a new market for 
amateurs' photographs 

of Journalists, told AP 'We 
would certainly be seriously 
concerned that this could be 
an attempt to exploit amateur 
photographers. 

'Amateurs are not necessarily 
au fait with the value of their 
images and could be persuaded 
to license them to Getty for low 
rates, thereby undermining the 
rate that professionals work so 
hard to achieve.' 

However, Getty's UK office 
pointed out that if a third party is 
interested in a particular image 
then the photographer can 
refuse permission for picture use 
once contacted by Getty. 

Getty Images claims Flickr 
contributors will receive 30% 
of the fee for a rights-managed 
image, the average price of 
which is around $500 

Meanwhile, royalty-free 
images will be licensed at 
set prices based upon the file 
size the customer purchases. 

In this case Flickr contributors 
will receive 20% of the fee 
(the average price for a royalty- 
free photo is around $200, 
says Getty). 

Getty says the deal will give 
potential buyers confidence that 
their images have been legally 
obtained 

‘It also creates another 
opportunity for Flickr 
photographers to enter the 
world of stock photography,' a 
spokeswoman added. 


UK moves to allay virus fears 


OLYMPUS IN 
TOUGH CAMERA 
VIRUS SCARE 

OLYMPUS UK was on alert 
after a batch of Olympus mju 
Tough 6010 digital compact 
cameras were hit by a 
computer virus in Japan. 

It is understood that more 
than 1,700 'Titanium Grey’ 
versions of the camera were 
affected, but that all were sold 
to Japanese consumers. 

The virus infected the 
camera’s built-in memory and 


only becomes active when 
connected to a PC via a 
USB terminal, according to 
Olympus Japan. 

Launched last year, the 
'shockproof, freeze-proof and 
waterproof’ mju Tough 6010 
carries a 12-million-pixel 
imaging sensor 

The camera sports a lens 
delivering the 35mm viewing 
angle equivalent of a 28- 
102mm zoom. 

Anyone with concerns 
about a camera bought in 
Japan is urged to call the

RUSSIA SHOOTS MORE 
NIKON DSLRS INTO SPACE 


RUSSIAN cosmonauts have 
ordered a Nikon D3S DSLR for 
use on the International Space 
Station. 

Nikon said it received 
orders for a Nikon 
D3S and two Nikon 
D3X cameras to 
be taken on board 
the SoyuzTMA-19 
spacecraft, which 
was launched into 


space on 16 June. 

In a statement, Nikon said 
it had not made any special 
modifications to the cameras. 
Nikon gear already 
used by Russian 
cosmonauts on 
the space station 
includes a Nikon F5 
film-based SLR and 
D200 camera, plus 
various Nikkor lenses. 



Olympics to cater for snappers 

PHOTOGRAPHERS’ OLYMPICS 2012 FACILITIES 


A WORKROOM with space 
for around 300 photographers 
has been promised by organisers 
of the London 2012 Olympics. 

The Olympic Delivery 
Authority outlined the facilities 
for press photographers as part 
of the 30,000m 2 Main Press 
Centre for London 2012, 

In addition, there will 
be conference rooms to 
accommodate around 100 
photographers. 

Sebastian Coe, chair of the 
London 2012 Organising 
Committee, said 'Billions of 
people around the world rely on 
the international media to relay 
stories of human endeavour on 
the field of play and capture the 
atmosphere of the Games.' 


Last year, photographers 
hoping to take pictures of the 
Olympic construction site in 
East London were warned they 
will be questioned if suspected 
of photographing ‘security 
operations'. 

The caution came after 
amateur photographer Dr 
Patrick Green said security 
guards stopped him taking 
pictures from a public road that 
leads to the Olympic site 

In 2008, organisers of the 
Olympic Games in Beijing 
banned spectators from 
carrying ‘professional’ camera 
gear into the stadium. 

Cameras were banned 
alongside guns, grenades, 
gunpowder and explosives.

THIS UNIQUE 

tome is the evolution of

So that's exactly what he did: Fuller wrote 
original poems to tell a story about the

THE FAMILY and the Land is Sally 
Mann’s first-ever solo exhibition in the UK, 
and it features a selection of images from 
five of her most significant series of works 
from the past 20 years. In her inimitable 
style, images from Mann's ten-year series 
'Immediate Family’ document her three 
children playing around their Virginia home. 
As this project concluded we see Sally 
embrace the wet-plate collodion process 
(processed on-site in the back of her truck) 
in her landscape series 'Deep South’ and 
then apply the same techniques in a return 
to her children with a series of extremely 
close long exposures for the project ’Faces’. 

Mann's normally macabre work takes 
an even darker turn in 'What Remains', 
which examines the subject of death 
- quite literally, the process of human 
decomposition This sequence of cadavers 



(photographed on the grounds of a research 
facility) challenges viewers not just visually, 
but also intellectually. Time is the underlying 
thread that weaves together this fantastic 
exhibition, and although it may at times be 
troubling to look at, it is ultimately personal 
and honest and justifies Mann's position at 
the forefront of contemporary photography.

REDRESSING THE BALANCE 

I have read a number of letters and articles 
in AP over the last few weeks knocking 
manufacturers for over-complicating their 
digital cameras with superfluous gadgets 
and gizmos They are also accused of 
neglecting the 'basics' and criticised for 
not making their products work like film- 
based cameras As a freelance design 
engineer, I thought I would try and redress 
the balance by presenting things from the 
manufacturer's point of view 

A successful company is one that can 
make good profits for it shareholders. To 
this end, it must produce items that will 
consistently sell in volume with a good 
margin. To be successful in a competitive 
market, a product must appear to have 
distinct advantages over its rivals so a 
manufacturer can attract new customers. 
Adding push-button features to a digital 
camera is a cost-effective way to make 
a product appear to have an edge. 

This strategy still works as most customers 
do not fully appreciate what these features 
really offer and they are impressed by 
the numbers. 

A product's service life should be finite to 
ensure good turnover, but durable enough 
to keep owners loyal to the brand and create 
a reputation for reliability. Film cameras 
needed precision mechanical assemblies 
such as shutters, viewfinders, and film¬ 
winding mechanisms to make them function. 
Digital cameras can be made with very few 
mechanical parts. Simpler hardware reduces 
production costs and allows better control 
over in-service life and durability. 

The processing power of modem 
computer chips means that it is now possible 
to compensate for optical errors and 
camera shake through software. This is 
a much cheaper way of improving a 
camera's performance than by improving 
the glass lenses. 

The manufacturing cost of an imaging 
sensor is influenced by its surface area 
rather than its complexity Trying to improve 
the performance and pixel count of a small 
sensor is more cost-effective than trying to 
reduce the price of a larger sensor. 

There will always be a market for high-end 
products from the likes of Canon, Nikon 
and Leica, but they will remain expensive to 
manufacture and purchase. Manufacturers 
will want to drive the mass-market towards 
products they can sell at a profit by making 
their cameras look new and innovative. My

prediction is that the the current crop 
of mid-range and entry-level DSLR 
cameras will eventually be pushed out 
by mirrorless devices such as the Sony 
NEX-5, the Panasonic G series and the 
Samsung NX 10 range. 

I am afraid those waiting for the return of 
the viewfinder are likely to be disappointed

SECOND BEST? 

I read your article Buying a second DSLR 
in AP 19 June as I am about to eventually 
upgrade from film to digital. I've more or less 
decided on the Canon EOS SOD but it was 
completely left out of the article, which has 
left me slightly worned Also, when I trawled 
back through my extensive collection of old 
APs, I could not find a review purely of said 
model, though I can find it pitted against 
other cameras of similar spec where it 
unfortunately seems to come out worse off 
and a bit beaten up by the competition. 

Is there a reason it was omitted from your 
article 7 Is Canon replacing it with an EOS 
60D 7 Were they not pleased with it? I've 
tried to look at this from a logical point of 
view, but with the EOS 50D being a good 
price now and having more seals to keep 
dust and water out, I’d have thought for a 
second body it would have been a good 
contender. I appreciate you said you were 
looking at enthusiast cameras, but if you 
already own a Canon system then surely 
this body isn't too expensive compared 
with the EOS 550D

You're right, Ian. Although I did mention 
the EOS 50D it was really only in 
passing. The EOS 50D is still current, 
but it has been rather usurped by the 
impressive EOS 7D. Nevertheless, the 


EOS 50D is capable in many respects, 
having good metering and white balance 
systems, as well as a solid build and 
enthusiast-level handling, but it is pretty 
noisy at the higher sensitivity settings. I 
don't know whether Canon is about to 
update the EOS 50D, but given that it 
is now over 18 months old, it is a fairly 
safe bet that there is something in the 
pipeline. Incidentally, it was tested in AP 
11 October 2008 - Angela Nicholson,

DIGITAL DANGERS 

I've been reading AP for at least 30 years 
and I've always loved the balance between 
technical information and processes, 
creative and art techniques, reportage 
photography, studio, macro and exhibition- 
style landscape work. 

I am so pleased to see the balance 
continue, as so many magazines are 
obsessed with images that are over¬ 
enhanced with unnatural colours and 
lighting. There is such a danger that 
over-obsession with perfecting images on 
the computer could kill Cartier-Bresson's 
concept of ‘capturing the moment' I love 
spontaneous photography and the way 
that all kinds of stories and meanings can 
be imagined from reportage pictures Very 
often it is the inclusion of bystanders in the 
background of an image, or other fascinating 
or surreal elements that actually add a 
whole lot of meaning to a photograph. I 
wonder if many iconic images could have 
been ruined had additional detail been 
digitally removed or cleaned up. 

Don’t get me wrong, I love digital 
photography and imaging software. My 
advice is to always keep the original file, and 
wait before changing newly photographed 
images, so that you can review the quality of 
your photos in the cold light of day

OPEN that box of old black & white photographs and look 
at them carefully. What do you see in that crumpled pile? 

In my pile I see history. 

I look at the backgrounds, the places these picture were 
taken - many places that have long gone.. 

I look at my old photographs - and those taken by my 
family and others before me - faded, cracked and folded 
where they have been lying neglected in drawers and boxes 
over the years as photography developed (no pun intended) 
and we and our cameras got more sophisticated. 

I found a packet of 1920s photos taken at a christening 
where the light got into the camera and burnt out Uncle 
Bert's face, and Aunties' dress was a blob of white fluff. 

No one threw them away - in those days photography was 
magic, and every photograph was precious. The early 20th 
century was the era when anyone could buy and use a 
camera - it was one of the great phenomena of our time. 

Some time ago I was looking at some 2 1/4in square 
photos taken on a 1960s Cornish camping holiday. In the 
background was a potato peeler we took with us - a heavy 
donking contraption, with a handle on the top - and our 
latest claim to camping sophistication, a stove, with not 
one, but two burners. These were memories I had quite 
forgotten until I saw them again in these old pictures. 

Seeing these items in the backgrounds of photos evokes 
memories for my family and me. Being children then, they 
have different memories to mine (the peeler gave up the 
ghost at John O'Groats a couple of years later; we often 
wondered what the farmer thought it was when he saw it 
sitting on a cowshed wall after we'd gone).

'But hey', I say, 'I'd forgotten about that old pedal car in the 
background at the old house -1 wonder what happened to 
it. And weren't babies' prams big in those days.' 

And those awful technicolour or hand-coloured wedding 
photos. One of my favourite wedding photos was a black 
& white. It was a classic pose, Matriarch grimly sitting on 
a dining chair at the front and Patriarch standing tightly 
buttoned into his stiff best suit at her side, the rest of 
the family arranged formally around them. But what a 
background. History itself! An old bike leans up against 
what looks like a privy door, and hanging on the wall, almost 
touching one of the bridesmaids' shoulders, a large tin bath. 

Now whilst I'm not advocating that we should all dash 
out and buy a tin bath as essential background clutter for 
our wedding photographs, 
my point is that far too 
much cloning goes on in 
photographs. We must value 
this social history, which we 
are in danger of erasing in our 
effort to create the 'perfect', 
but usually sterile, image. 

Please do not clone out our 
social history.

HEARTSTRINGS 

SOMETIMES the most 
unexpected things turn 
out to be a real winner. For 
instance, this year I have 
been at the Horizonte 
Photography Festival at Zingst in Germany, 
which took place from 29 May to 6 June. 
Originally I said yes out of respect for a 
good friend and National Geographic 
photographer who was organising the 
speakers. It seemed like a good idea at 
the time, but as the festival approached 
I had no idea what to expect and was 
starting to get uncharacteristically nervous. 

In truth, I needn't have worried; it turned 
out to be one of the most memorable 
expenences of my life. 

Zingst is a very small coastal town in the 
far north-east of Germany, and the festival, 
now in its third year, has grown in stature. 

In a country where photography festivals 
are very well attended, is now firmly on 
the established circuit. The first surprise I 
had on arrival was seeing my polar bear 
picture absolutely everywhere. And I mean 
everywhere, as it was the symbol of the 
whole festival. Next to my hotel a 50ft 
sign proclaimed there was a 'polar bear at 
Zingst' with my image emblazoned across it. 
Every visitor had badges that displayed the 
same image and I found myself constantly 
apologising to women for staring at the 
badges nestling close to their chests! 

Everyone was friendly and welcoming. 

They know my name well in Germany - 
always a surpnse to me - as I have 
presented several times at the prestigious 
GDT festival in Lunen (they also follow 
the BBC awards closely). My talk was well 
attended with a few hundred packed into 
the theatre, there was a good buzz and I was 
given a rousing - sorry, could not resist that 
- welcome. The talk went really well; it was a 
kind of greatest hits, and they laughed in the 
nght places and appreciated my change of 
style and thoughts on conservation. At the 
end I received a standing ovation, but little 
did I know that the best was yet to come. 

After packing up in record time we got 
down to the beach where a party was in 
full swing. A huge 200ft screen had been

erected against the sunset to show movies 
and images from the festival, and all around 
it people were having impromptu bonfires, 
lighting candles and generally having a great 
time The sunset was spectacular and the air 
of expectation grew as the light faded The 
beach and pier were now packed. Then the 
screen went dark and my name appeared, 
a cheer went up from the crowd and an 
image of a lion appeared. For the next 15 
minutes the best images of my life appeared 
on the screen, accompanied by some very 
cool music with a beautiful red sky as the 
backdrop. At the end I was speechless and 
had the biggest ovation and cheering that I 
have ever received for anything. I was given 
a microphone and mumbled a few words of 
thanks. Never have I felt so humble and yet 
so proud. In fact, I will freely admit that the 
old Rouse eyes had a few tears in them and 
it was a much-needed pat on the back after 
a frustrating week. 

Now that I am back home my memory 
of the Zingst festival will be the friendliness 
of the people in the photographic 
community. No sniping, no name calling; 
everyone got on and was there for a good 
time. It was a refreshing change. Roll on my 
next festival in Germany, and until next time, 
auf Wiedersehen. 



* ZINGST is normally 

a sleepy resort located 
on eastern Germany's 
. * Baltic coast close to the 
" Western Pomeranian 
National Park and, although popular 
as a health spa, it has a resident 
population of only around 2,000. 
However, the town comes alive around 
the end of each May when it plays 
host to the week-long Photo Festival 
Horizonte Zingst, the main, though 
not exclusive, 'themes' of which are 
climate change, the environment and 
the tensions between the man-made 
and natural world. Since it was first 
staged in 2008, the festival has grown 
and is now one of the most prestigious 
photographic events in Germany and 
beyond, attracting some of the world’s 
biggest names in wildlife, nature 
and adventure photography, such as 
Hans Strand and Norbert Rosing of 
National Geographic. 

This year's event took place from 
29 May to 6 June and, as well as talks 
and lectures, there were more than 
20 exhibitions along with numerous 
workshops on a wide range of subjects 
from nature and wildlife photography 
to advanced techniques with large- 
format and panoramic cameras.

Tom Mackie discusses his approach to 
photographing the KIO Towers in Madrid, Spain, 
and explains how shooting in daylight and after 
dark can produce two very different images 


SOME buildings are so striking you 
can't help but photograph them. The 
KIO Towers, also known as the Puerta de 
Europa towers or Gate of Europe, stand 
more than 100 metres high Commissioned 
by the Kuwait Investment Office in the 
mid-1990s, they tilt at a 15 angle and are 
an imposing sight on the Madrid skyline. 
With the statue in the foreground standing 
immediately in front of the monolith-like 
structure and the two towers leaning in 


either side, this is a classic photographic 
location and a classic composition. 

I was keen to photograph the towers 
in daylight and at night to see what moods 
I could create There was about 45 minutes 
between each shot. The vantage point 
may be the same, but the mood in each 
image is very different - one is bright and 
clear, the other is brooding and sinister 
These contrasting atmospheres are 
entirely due to the use of light. I took 


these images the same day that I took 
the KIO Towers image that appeared in 
AP 19-26 December 2009. 

It's an interesting experiment to 
photograph the same building during 
the day and at night. Different factors 
come into play - namely, the interaction 
of light and subject, but also changing 
weather conditions such as the appearance 
of cloud. On this day, the clouds rolled in 
just after sunset. I would have preferred a 
clear sky for my night shot, but sometimes 
you have to work with the weather you 
have. Even in bad weather architectural 
night scenes can look striking if handled 
correctly - it’s all down to the illumination 
of the building. 

In these images different parts of the 
scene stand out, depending on where the 
light falls. The lighting in the daylight image 
gives prominence to the towers, while in 
the night image the artificially lit statue 
becomes the focal point I always try to use 
light to pick out parts of the scene that are 
most interesting and to show the subject in 
literally the best possible light. 

In the left-hand image (daylight) I arrived 
as the sun was hitting the central pointed 
building, but I felt it was too overpowering. 
Instead, I waited until the light moved 
round and the foreground was thrown into

shadow. I think the shadowed foreground 
works well because it gives more 
prominence to the KIO Towers on either 
side. The intense blue sky contrasts with the 
buildings, causing them to stand out even 
more in the composition 

With the night shot the main challenge 
was finding a way to balance the light that 
was shining upwards onto the buildings, 
statue and fountain, with the darker sky. The 
towers aren't lit up at night, so I switched 
the focus to the statue and fountain instead 
In this image I had to be careful not to blow 
out my highlights - for example, the spot of 
light immediately behind the statue - but I 
also had to be careful not to underexpose 
the scene so the buildings would blend 
into the sky. I would have preferred the 
whole sky to be the colour you can see just 
poking through the clouds on the left-hand 
side as this would have helped the towers 
to really stand out, but the dark sky is just 
light enough for the buildings to be seen. 
The 13sec exposure in the night shot has 
captured the slow, silky motion of the 
water in the fountain. 

Usually when I’m shooting architecture 
I'll check how the building is lit and where 
the light falls before the shoot I'll use 
this to work out the best shooting angles. 
Where you stand in relation to the sun will 


obviously affect where the shadows are 
going to be, so it’s best to spend time trying 
a few vantage points and looking closely at 
how the light intersects with the building 
and how it changes over a period of time. 

If you choose a west-facing viewpoint, 
think about how you could create a 
dramatic sunset image, or if the building 
is facing east, look at where the light is 
coming from first thing in the morning. 
Cathedrals, for example, can look especially 
startling and imposing if you find an 
angle that allows gradation of light across 
the composition. Try a three-quarter 
angle facing west and see how the light 
illuminates the building. Comprehensive 
research about where the light is going 
to be at what time is vital if you want to 
come back with an image that is dramatic, 
has character and depth. If you are making 
a special journey to photograph a particular 
building, make sure you find out how it 
will be lit in advance 

Lighting aside, there were additional 
factors to contend with when taking these 
images. Passing trucks kept driving in 
front of me, so timing was crucial to 
avoid capturing these in the shot. 

In my architectural work I like to 
incorporate symmetry where possible and 
on this occasion I wanted an image that 


was symmetrical. The difficulty was trying 
to get the alignment of the statue perfectly 
straight with the building in the centre. The 
central line frustratingly falls just to the 
left of the statue as you are looking at the 
scene. Lining the two subjects up wasn't 
possible due to the way the building and 
statue were designed; it niggles me to think 
the statue is just off centre, but there was 
nothing I could do 1 

For a scene like this the most effective 
shooting position is facing the scene straight 
on. I set up my Canon EOS 5D camera 
with a 24-105mm lens on a tripod and 
waited in position until the light faded. It 
may sound ironic considering the array of 
slanting angles in this scene, but I could 
have used a tilt-and-shift lens to ensure 
any vertical lines - the central vertical 
line of the pointed building, the statue 
and walls - were absolutely straight. In 
Photoshop I used the Free Transform tool 
(Edit>Transform>Perspective) to correct 
perspective distortion. If you are working 
from eye you have to be careful not to 
overdo it. Watch out for foreshortening of 
buildings or long, distorted buildings.

Landscape 

The Amateur Photographer 
Masterclass with Lee Frost 

Lee Frost and members of Alnwick & District Camera Club 

capture dawn light in Northumberland. Gemma Padley joins 
them and finds out how to create brilliant coastal landscapes 


IF YOU’RE able to haul yourself 
out of bed when most people are still 
enjoying sweet dreams, there is little 
doubt that dawn light offers some of the 
best photo opportunities in landscape 
photography. When the light is on your 
side, photographing at dawn can produce 
some magical images. For this month's 
Masterclass, AP expert Lee Frost and five 
photographers from Alnwick & District 
Camera Club met at Bamburgh beach in 
Northumberland to catch the dawn light and 
see if they could produce some memorable 
coastal landscape images. 

As the morning progressed, Lee and 
the participants moved to other locations, 
including Holy Island and Dunstanburgh 
Castle at Craster, to explore composition, 
where they tried different vantage points 
to see what results they could get. The 
photographers brought their own camera 
equipment with them - DSLRs and tripods 
with a range of wideangle and telephoto 
zoom lenses - and Lee shared his advice 
on all aspects of composition, including how 
to use leading lines, frame the subject and 


incorporate foreground detail. 

Lee stressed the importance of choosing 
the right location and explained how to 
scout out the best vantage point, as well as 
showing how to use slow shutter speeds and 
ND grad filters to capture tidal motion and 
create atmospheric compositions. Lee also 
explained how to shoot classic wideangle 
landscapes, close-up details within the 
scene, and got the readers to try more 
abstract shots by panning the camera. 

The focus of the first part of the 
Masterclass was to use morning light in 
the most effective ways possible. Dawn 
was just before 5am and the participants 
met Lee at 4am. High tide was at 2am, 
so the water was already receding when 
the photographers arrived. 'Sometimes 
pre-dawn light produces stunning images, 
but you need to be at the location an hour 
before dawn,’ says Lee. 'Colour is often at its 
best before the sun rises and the build¬ 
up can be intense. As the tide goes out it 
reveals ripples in the sand, which 
can look striking, especially when 
the light is reflected on them.’

Dawn light 


NO ONE can predict what the weather will 
do ahead of a shoot, but Lee makes frequent 
checks on the weather forecast the night before. 
Visit www.metcheck.com for forecast updates. 
He also checks the time of sunrise at www 
britishinformationcom/sunrise-and-sunset- 
times. ‘Knowing what time dawn breaks is vital,' 
says Lee 'You don't want to arrive and realise 
you've missed first light. At Bamburgh Castle 
the sun rises to the north so make sure you 
are set up ready to catch the light as it breaks 
through If you know how the light will be in a 
certain place, you can choose your locations 
to suit.' While there was some cloud cover on 
this occasion, it added to the strength of the 
compositions - the readers made the most 
of the light as it appeared through the cloud 
and watched how the cloud movement 
affected the castle. 

Understanding how light will fall on a subject 
and being prepared to adapt as the light 
changes is key to creating successful images. 
While the readers were waiting for the sun to 
break through onto the castle, Lee encouraged 
them to look around and notice dramatic light 
elsewhere. Although the readers had their 
cameras trained on Bamburgh Castle hoping to 
capture it lit from the side, there was incredible 
light unfolding behind them. 'Quite often you 
can take advantage of the light in other parts of 
the sky, not necessarily where you expect,’ says 
Lee. 'Use your initiative and think about how you 
can exploit the rapidly changing light* 



Maximising depth of field 

‘CONTROLLING depth of filed is vital when shooting landscapes, as you generally want to record everything in 
sharp focus from the immediate foreground to infinity,* says Lee. 'If you are using traditional manual-focus lenses, 
you can use the depth of field scale on the lens barrel to determine what the nearest and furthest points of sharp 
focus will be at any given aperture and focusing distance. Yet many modern autofocus lenses lack a comprehensive 
depth of field scale. It is tempting to focus on infinity or to stop down to f/22 and hope for the best, but this is a 
rather hit-and-miss approach. A better option is to use hyperfocal focusing to achieve optimum depth of field. You 
do this by focusing on a predetermined distance for a given aperture and lens focal length. Switching lenses to 
manual focus from AF is useful as it means you can control exactly where the lens is focused.' Look out for an in- 
depth feature on depth of field later this month. 
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Landscapes Masterclass 
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Photographing detail 


AT HOLY Island the readers headed straight for the harbour. 
‘The harbour is great for close-up details/ says Lee. ‘From old 
boats with flakey paint to tangled, discarded fishing nets and 
weathered timber, there are many things to photograph. Look 
for patterns and textures, and notice how the light illuminates 
certain parts of a subject,' he says. 'When the sun disappears you 
can see colour in the rocks and seaweed. How can you frame 
the shot to create impact? Would it be better to shoot from a low 
angle or include only part of the subject?' Lee encouraged the 
readers to look for striking rock formations, 
ripples in the sand and reflections in rock 
pools. 'Pools of water sometimes reflect 
colour in the sky and can make interesting 
compositions/ he says. ‘Shooting details is 
a good fallback on an overcast day as you 
don’t have to worry about what the sky 
looks like. Using a polariser will reduce 
the sheen on rocks in bright sunlight.' 


Using ND grad filters 

LATER in the morning the readers 
moved to the boulder field at the base 
of Dunstanburgh Castle where they 
experimented with ND grad filters. 'You 
could try using a 10-stop ND filter to achieve 
exposures of several minutes in broad 
daylight/ says Lee. ‘Any moving elements 
will be blurred beyond recognition and the 
landscape takes on a surreal beauty/ 

A 0.6 ND filter increases the exposure by 
2 stops, so Isec becomes 4secs. A polariser 
will also achieve this. 

A 0.9 ND filter increases the exposure by B 
stops, so Isec becomes 8secs. 

A 1.2 ND filter increases the exposure by 4 
stops, so Isec becomes 16secs. 

Two ND filters combined increase the 
exposure by several seconds. For example, 
with a 0.6ND and 0.9ND filter, a Isec 
exposure becomes 32secs. 


Capturing 
motion in water 

USING slow shutter speeds to blur the 
movement of water is not difficult to do but 
it does require a little thought to get right. 

‘At dawn, light levels are low so it's easy to 
achieve long exposures of 30secs or more,' 
says Lee. ‘During the daytime strong neutral 
density (ND) filters can be used to increase 
exposure times by reducing the amount 
of light entering the lens. You can set your 
camera to its lowest ISO and smallest lens 
aperture, but even then you may find that 
exposures are still too brief. I use a 10-stop 
ND filter regularly to give me exposures of 
several minutes. You don't need to go to 
these extremes, though, as sometimes an 
exposure of a few seconds can work well, 
blurring breaking waves to add atmosphere 
while still retaining plenty of texture in the 
water. Make sure your tripod doesn’t shift 
into the sand during a long exposure as this 
will make your shots blurred.’

Composition 


THROUGHOUT the day Lee 

suggested various compositional 
approaches and reminded the 
readers to think carefully about what 
they were trying to achieve. ‘Don't 
underestimate the importance of 
composition; he says. ‘It’s even more 
important than the quality of light to 
an extent, as you can get round poor 
light by converting an image to black 
& white, but there's nothing you can 
do about a badly composed image.' 
With this in mind, Lee shared some 
compositional tips with the readers. 


Leading lines 


USING lines to lead the eye into 
the frame is one of the easiest ways 
to add dynamism to a composition. 
The participants photographed 
Lindisfarne Castle and 
experimented with using a nearby 
fence to guide the viewer through 
the frame and up to the castle in the 
distance. In Barry's image (see top 
left) he set up his tripod against the 
fence and angled his camera down 
slightly to give an exaggerated sense 


of perspective. He has captured 
the light and shadow on the fence, 
which adds to the sense of depth. 
Lee reminded the photographers 
to work out the best shooting angle 
and suggested they think carefully 
about their camera orientation 
when framing a subject. ‘Quite 
often scenes lend themselves to 
the landscape format, but others 
will suit a portrait format,' he says. 

‘In this case a vertical format works 
best to accentuate the fence in the 
frame.’ Leading lines that are clearly 
defined in the composition work 
well, but you can be more subtle in 
your approach. In his image on page 
23, Lee uses the rock and swirls 
of water in the centre to draw the 
viewer into the frame. The effect is 
less obvious and more gradual, but 
nevertheless effective.

WHEN shooting a landscape the 
first step is to decide what your 
focal point will be. Once you have 
decided on a subject, it's a good

with a wideangle lens exaggerates 
perspective and emphasises 
foreground detail. You could try 
using a 10-20mm or 12-24mm 
wideangle zoom lens, which will give 
you an extremely wide shot, but a 
28mm lens will work just as well.' 


ONE WAY to make a subject 
look dramatic is to shoot into the 
light to create a silhouette. In 
Keith's image of Linisfame Castle 
(see left), a starburst effect adds 
to the graphic nature of the image. 
Converting to black & white further 
increases the impact. If you are 
using a filter, be aware of lens flare. 
You may need to shift your shooting 
position to avoid this.

idea to stand back and survey the 
scene to work out the best place to 
position it in the frame. Traditionally, 
the strongest place for the subject is 
'on a third’ as this creates balance, 
but this doesn’t always have to be 
the case. You could try placing the 
subject directly in the centre and 
using surrounding objects to frame 
it, as Ian has done (see top middle). 
Surrounding elements have an 
important role to play in conveying 
the mood of a place, and how they 
relate to the main subject is key. 

Try focusing on foreground objects 
such as shells or rocks but angle 
your shot so they are diagonal to the 
main subject to give the composition 
a sense of unity.

Using the tide 
in your image 

‘WITH coastal landscapes it is important 
to know what the tide is doing as some 
locations benefit from a high tide and others 
from a low tide,' says Lee. 'You don’t want to 
turn up at a location intending to photograph 
a castle with the sea around it and find the 
water is nowhere to be seen, so pre-planning 
is essential. Beaches look their best when the 
tide has been receding through the night as 
the sand will be clean and clear of footprints'. 
To find out more about tide times around the 
UK, visit www.bbc.co.uK'weather/coastTides. 
'From a safety point of view, knowing the tide 
time is crucial,’ he adds. ‘You don’t want to 
be cut off by the incoming tide or for your 
camera bag to be washed away by a rogue 
wave. If you are armed with the correct 
knowledge you can choose the safest, most 
photogenic locations.’ 

Lee explained how the photographers 
could time their shots to incorporate the 
tide creatively and explained how the 
motion of the waves could make a real 
difference to the look of their images. 

'When including rocks in your composition, 
think about how you can use the waves 
to make your shots more dramatic,' says 
Lee. 'A lump of rock on its own is not 
very appealing, but with crashing waves it 
suddenly becomes quite dramatic.'

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Kingfishers Wildlife 


TM SLIGHTLY chaotic/ admits Charlie 
Hamilton James. The acclaimed wildlife 
photographer and star of BBC1 's Halcyon 
River Dianes documentary is explaining 
his method for planning a project of such 
mammoth scope and technical proficiency 
as his five-year study of the habits of the 
kingfishers that live next to him along 
the Halcyon River. With three children, 
a production company to run and the 
unpredictable nature of weather and wildlife, 
following any kind of plan is no mean feat. 

Kingfishers have been an obsession for 
Charlie going all the way back to when he was 
eight years old. Growing up along the same 
river, his fascination with animals had him 
sitting in hides, studying their movements and 
patterns when other kids would be playing 
football and other games Eventually, he 
started taking pictures of the intrepid birds. 

Despite his admission, however, 'chaotic' 
is hardly the word that springs to mind when 
flipping through the culmination of Charlie’s 
years of backbreaking work crouched in 
hides and brambles: the beautiful hardback 
book Kingfisher. Tales from the Halcyon River. 
Shot largely in the last year of his five-year 
study, Kingfisher follows the birds through 
the seasons and sparkles with bold images 
of them contorted into all sorts of dramatic 
displays. There is no question each picture 
and sequence was painstakingly considered. 

'I obsessively pre-visualise most of the 
shots I take,’ he says. 'I have an idea of the 
head position, the wingspan, for instance, 



and I wait until I can get it. A large part of 
what I do is waiting in hides/ 

It helps, though, that kingfishers are 
creatures of habit. They obsess over routines 
and tend to fish and nest in the same spots, 
making it easier for Charlie to know where to 
set up his hides along the river and to predict 
their movements. 'Their repetitive nature is 
very useful from that point of view,' he says. 
'It allows me to make a mental picture in my 
head. I know the bird will dive in this spot 
because I’ve seen it dozens of times, which 
means I know where to pre-focus, where to 
aim my flashguns and which direction it will 
be facing. 

'That said, I never quite achieve the image I 
see in my mind, so I’m relentlessly frustrated. 
I'll take a batch of shots and get pissed off 
because it's not working. But over time I will 
eventually forget what I ongmally set out to do, 
and the pictures then take on new meaning ’ 

Despite winning the Young Wildlife 
Photographer of the Year award in 1990 and 
1991, Charlie admits he learned a lot about 
photography in doing this project. 'I went into 
this having not really taken pictures for ten 
years,' he says. In the decade prior Charlie 
worked predominantly as a cinematographer, 
even earning a BAFTA nomination in 2007. 
This period just happened to coincide with 
momentous changes in photography, and 
when he returned to taking stills he found 
many of the rules had changed. 

‘When I went back to my camera 
all I had was my old Nikon film 


GOING UNDERWATER 


TO PHOTOGRAPH the moment 
when the lightning-quick kingfishers 
seize their prey, Charlie used a mixture 
of the high-tech and DIY In his garden 
is a large metal boat that has collected 
several years' worth of rainwater, and 
the leaves collected at the bottom have 
turned it black, making the water reflect 
like a mirror. After shrouding the sides 
with plants, Charlie released some fish he 
trapped in the river - and then he waited. 
Sure enough, within days the kingfishers 
began checking it out. 

Charlie then built a cube out of Perspex 
that was 12x12x12in square. The cube 
is an open box, but on one side he has 
fashioned a dome port, into which he 
inserts and makes adjustments to his 


camera. The cube doesn't sink completely, 
which keeps the camera safe, though 
Charlie admits he lost at least one camera 
in taking this series. Next, Charlie takes 
two old Vivitar 283 flashguns that he 
bought on eBay for only a couple of quid 
and stuffs them in sandwich bags. Sealed 
with elastic bands, he dangles them upside 
down in the water. 

With everything in place, Charlie ran 
a USB cable and tngger from the cube 
for about ten metres to where he sat in 
his hide. Wiring the camera back to his 
computer, Charlie can watch all the action 
on Live View and make sure everything 
looks right. He could then take pictures by 
clicking the track pad on his laptop. 

Finally, to get the lighting, focus and 
focal length correct before placing the 
camera in the cube, Charlie constructed 
a kingfisher out of Lego blocks (see left). 
This lets him see how strong his lights 
will be when they're all working together 
'Because there is no definitive colour of a 
kingfisher, there's no ideal way to pre-light 
them,' he says. ‘You basically try to avoid 
making them to look green or turquoise ’ 

Because all of this takes about an hour 
to set up, it pays to get these details sorted 
out at the start.

kit. Everything was now digital. So 
because I was trying to woo Notional 
Geographic, I went out and bought a 
Canon EOS-1 Ds Mark II and had to learn as 
I went. It came quickly though, and it gave 
me the technology to work with the light/ 
Light, in fact, was one of Charlie’s biggest 
obstacles. Grey skies and dull mornings 
hampered many of his close-ups of 
kingfishers returning to their nests or perched 
on branches 'Lighting has been my biggest 
learning curve/ he says. 'I needed fast shutter 
speeds of around 1/3000sec to be able to 
freeze their movements, and this requires a 
lot of light It was proving very difficult, and 
it was the sticking point with getting them 
published in National Geographic.' 

Because he struggled with the light so 
much, Charlie was forced to shoot with flash 
pretty much the whole time, sometimes 
having to use up to five flashguns. These 
would typically be arranged with one flashgun 
placed to the right of the camera, one high 
up and to the right, one at about 90 to the 
left, one on the other side of the nver and 
one picking off a bush in the background. 

It helped that I usually knew exactly where 
the bird was flying/ Charlie says. 1 generally 
set my flash to Vfe or Vte power, but because 
I was struggling so much for light I set it to 
14 But even ] A was not fast enough On my 
computer there was still motion blur Lighting 
has been my biggest learning curve.’ 

He attributes a lot of his new technical 
know-how to the rigorous standards 
imposed by National Geographic, with whom

he first published his kingfisher images. 
Charlie would show his pictures to their 
editors, who would generally approve but 
then suggest he go back and do it even 
better. They are such perfectionists/ he 
says, 'but it’s a good discipline. It forced me 
to really scrutinise my work and push myself 
harder to get certain shots/ 

This persistence is perhaps most apparent 
in two sequences that are the cornerstones 
of his vast body of work: the reanng of chicks 
and the dramatic moment when a kingfisher 
seizes a minnow in the water (see Shooting 
the nest, below, and Going underwater on 
page 31). However, Charlie credits much 


of his success to his lifelong familiarity with 
the Halcyon River. 'I would have struggled 
to turn up on a new river and do something 
fresh,’ he says. 

In those slow-moving hours before dawn, 
knowing where the kingfishers nest and fish 
is perhaps the only way you can capture 
these small, shy creatures, regardless of 
what equipment you have.

SHOOTING THE NEST 



SHOOTING kingfishers in their nest takes 
months of preparation, Charlie says. But because 
they nest in the ground, it makes capturing an 
image of them feeding their young possible - 
albeit extremely difficult. To get the sequence 
for his book, Charlie first made a fibreglass nest, 
which he put in a 4x4ft hole in the 


riverbank during the winter in the period before 
they nest. As you can see in the diagram above, 
he then created a partition so that the nest was 
boarded up on one side. This created a large 
man-sized chamber that allowed me to view the 
nest from the other side ’ 
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Because kingfishers nest in the same spot 
each year, they eventually returned and Charlie 
viewed the hatched chicks remotely (always at 
least 100 metres away to avoid disturbance) 
on his laptop. When they were strong enough 
to open their beaks and start eating, he went 
to work. 

Plunged into total darkness, Charlie first 
removed the partition board, behind which was 
a piece of glass and a black curtain. Through a 
hole in the drape Charlie aimed his camera at 
the chicks, which were lit by two Vivitar flashguns 
next to the chamber He also used a pen light that 
shone down from the top of the nest box just over 
their heads. In his chamber Charlie had various 
leads powering an infrared light and infrared 
camera that fired stills through his camera, as well 
as a monitor displaying views of the nest. If the 
birds had known I was there this wouldn't have 
worked at all/ he says. 
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Six of the best.. .just got even better!

Black-headed gull David Griffiths 

Canon EOS 300,80-200mm, 1/500sec at f/5.6. Fujichrome Sensia 100 


IT’S A FEAT OF fantastic timing to catch 
this gull picking up some food from a pond 
and then running across the surface of the 
water with it hanging from its beak. It's such 
a good subject you'd be kicking yourself for 
the rest of your life if you missed it. Thankfully, 
David did catch it, but the result has a sense 
of 'I only wish I had a longer lens’ David says 
this himself. His 80-200mm lens just couldn't 
reach far enough across the water to make 
this distant gull large enough in the frame. 

As David was shooting on slide film, 
cropping is not much of an option for 
projection, but after scanning his original that 
is exactly what I've done to make the gull a 
more significant element of the picture. My 
first thoughts placed the gull on the left-hand 
side, leaving space on the right for it to run 
into, as you would do, say, with someone on 
a bicycle. However, the most interesting part 
of this scene is behind the gull, in the npples 
of water caused by it ‘running’ across the 
surface. So instead I decided to position the 


gull on the right-hand side of the frame, with 
the space to the left. The space on the left 
isn't empty; it helps to tell us what's happening. 
I placed the gull on the intersection of thirds 
for a comfortable composition. 

The top of the gull is overexposed where 
the sun is shining on it, but there’s not much 
we can do because it's completely bleached. 
An option in this situation is to add grain, as 
I've done here, which helps to fill the burnt- 
out areas and make them less obvious. In my 
example, I've then sampled the blue colour of 
the water and converted the picture to b&w. I 
overlayed this blue colour using a colour layer 
with 10% opacity and then faded it, adding 
grain to another layer on top of that, which I 
set to a luminosity blend, which renders the 
grain as just b&w It possibly makes for a more 
comfortable picture like this, as the burnt- 
out area is not so visible, but the gull's wings 
lose some of their impact due to the lower 
contrast. The most important thing, though, 
is getting the crop right

Tree roots 

Manuel Odabashian 

Minolta Dynax 700si, 105mm, 

30secs at f/11, Fujichrome Velvia 

ANCIENT trees are fascinating, with 
wonderful shapes and textures, but it is 
difficult to photograph them in a way that 
really brings out these shapes and textures 
Part of the problem is that tree trunks tend to 
be found in shaded areas, where there isn't 
much light or contrast Manuel has identified 
a fantastic subject here - beautiful and full of 
colour, shape and texture - and he has made 
a good job of translating those features into 
his picture. His framing is interesting, close 
enough to see all the small details, and far 
enough away that we can identify what it is 
we're looking at 

Manuel’s use of Fujichrome Velvia film and 
the directional light have given a nice contrast 
to the shot. I'm not 100% sure which way 
round the image goes, though. I did try to 
work it out, but then decided it didn't really 
matter - so I turned it over onto its end. 

The light gives a sense of the textures 
and shapes of the tree, but what we really 
need is something to focus our attention, so 
I created a bit of a spotlight effect The light 
is quite harsh, so I've used it to create a sort 
of film-set feeling by increasing the contrast 
for deeper shadows, which has created a 
Tolkienesque atmosphere with the light now 
appearing to come from below. Then, to

help concentrate attention on the middle 
of the picture, I've darkened the edges, and 
corners particularly, to give the viewer a clue 
as to where to look first. By darkening the 
corners we automatically look in the middle 
of the frame before then exploring the edges 
Manuel's onginal doesn't offer this direction 
It is a great shot, though, and despite my 
adjustments it is Manuel who did all the hard 
work. It's a fascinating picture, full of tiny little 
details and flowing shapes, which is why it is 
my picture of the week.

Snow garden 

David Price 

Panasonic Lumix DMC-TZ6,25mm 
(equivalent), 1/400sec at f/4, ISO 80 

DAVID has recognised the potential this 
snow-covered ornamental garden has for 
graphic images, of the outlines of borders, 
steps, stonework, trees and other garden 
features against the white of the snow. 
However, I think he’s underestimated just 
how difficult it is to shoot in these sorts 
of conditions. The snow is whiting out - a 
common problem on overcast days such as 
this when there is very little contrast So, it is 
inevitable that any images will require some of 
work in software to make them interesting, or 
to bnng out the key elements of a scene. 

This shot has great potential, with David 
having identified and photographed this 
formal, symmetncal part of the garden 
Unfortunately, though, the camera is slightly 
tilted, which loses that sense of symmetry 
because things are now leaning over. My first 
action, then, was to straighten the picture 
with a quick rotate, followed by a slight crop to 
square off the edges and position the fountain 
in the dead centre of the scene. I then 
increased the contrast to create a brighter, 
more powerful picture, but to avoid too much 
distracting colour and to bnng out the graphic 
elements, I converted to black & white, 

The problem with overcast days is the lack 
of light penetrating shadow areas, which 
in this instance means the trees have little 
definition. To counter this, I used the Dodge 
and Burn tools to increase the local contrast. 
Using the Dodge tool set to Highlights and 
8% exposure, I lightened the lighter parts of 
the bushes and trees, and then I used the 
Burn tool set to Shadows and 8% exposure 




to darken the shadow areas. It helps to bring 
out the texture and prevent those parts of the 
picture from being dark, featureless shapes. 

Finally, as it's an old, formal-looking garden, 

I added a sepia tone to give it an 1800s feel. 

I think it adds a little more interest to a scene 
that needs a lot of photographic help for it to 
work well on paper. It's a good shot but it's 
the kind of picture that requires a high degree 
of accuracy and analysis to make it work.

THE HAMA Canberra 100 Colt camera bag has a bright-red 
main compartment that comfortably holds an entry-level DSLR 
with kit lens, such as a Pentax K-x with the 18-55mm f/3.5. The 
zipped pockets on the front and back are large enough to take 
filters and batteries, while there are exterior mesh pockets on the 
sides for items that need to be accessed quickly 

There are three ways to carry the bag: it can be fastened to 
a belt using the belt loops; it can be held in the hand with its 
padded neoprene handle, or it can be carried using the supplied 
shoulder strap 

I like the little touches, such as the rain 
cover integrated into the back, and the 
marked compartments for full and empty 
batteries/memory cards. There is adequate 
padding on the base of the bag, although it 
could benefit from a little further padding 
for lens protection. That said, this bag is solid 
and packs a reasonable number of features.

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Keeping your camera and lenses dean is essential 
for optimum image quality. We’ve gathered together 
some great products to help keep your gear spotless 


DUST has always been the enemy of 
the photographer. At its least intrusive 
it can be found on camera lenses, 
causing a slight softening of images 
However, at its most irritating it can 
force a photographer to spend hours 
and hours retouching images. And 
that is just the result of dust - pollen 
and greasy fingers haven’t even been 
introduced into the equation. 

Of course, the best way to keep 
your equipment clean is not to get 
it dirty in the first place With this in 
mind, it is best to keep your camera 
equipment stored in a clean, dust-free 
environment such as a cupboard, 
draw, or, of course, a camera case It 


is also a good idea to keep some silica 
gel with your equipment to help keep 
it free from moisture. 

While it might be easy to keep a 
camera and lens clean and dust free 
when being stored, as soon as you 
step outside taking photographs the 
camera is exposed to dust and other 
airborne particles. And it is all too easy 
to accidentally leave fingerprints on 
the front of a lens. 

Along with some advice on how to 
clean your lenses and DSLR sensor, 
we have gathered together a selection 
of cleaning products that will help 
keep your equipment looking and 
functioning like new 


Keep it dean 



THE FIRST step when cleaning a lens is very similar to cleaning a 
sensor. First make sure that any dust and grit is removed. To do this use 
a blower or blower brush to shift any debris from the surface. Then apply 
a drop or two of lens cleaning fluid onto your new AP lens cleaning cloth 
and gently work the fluid into the surface of the lens. Next use a fresh 
part of the cloth to wipe the lens clean. 

Be sure to use a dedicated lens cleaning fluid, 
as other cleaning products may contain 
ammonia or other additives that 
could damage the 
sensitive coatings 
found on nearly all 
modern lenses.

IDEAL for removing dust and 
fibres from a camera sensor, the 
Dust-Aid Platinum features a cleaning 
wand and six cleaning pads. The 
pads are made from silicon and can 
be stuck to the end of the wand. 

Once the protective seal has been 
removed, the wand is used to press 
the pad onto the camera sensor, 
where it lifts any dust or fibres. As 
the process is performed without 
any liquids or adhesives, there is 
no smearing or residue left on 
the sensor. 


CAMERA AND LENS WIPES 

ALONG with your AP lens cloth 
(free with this issue), camera and 
lens wipes are absolutely essential 
inclusions in any photographer's 
camera bag. Cleaning wipes vary in 
quality and application, but always 
ensure you use lint-free wipes, as 
these won't break up and leave tiny 
fibres on your equipment. Generally, 
wipes are designed to clean lenses, 
but some versions are safe to use 
on camera sensors and can be 
wrapped around swabs for easier 
access to the sensor 


SENSOR SWABS 

ONE OF the vital items for cleaning 
a camera sensor is the simple swab. 
Swabs are dragged across the 
camera sensor to apply, and then 
remove, sensor-cleaning fluid, along 
with any dust and debris When 
buying sensor-cleaning swabs, make 
sure you choose the correct size for 
your camera sensor: the width of the 
swab should be the same size as the 
width of the sensor, so that the fluid 
can be applied in a single pass. For

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OPTICAL CLEANING FLUIDS 

THERE are many optical cleaning 
fluids available, with nearly all of 
them being alcohol-based, which 
helps remove any oil left in the form 
of fingerprints. Be sure to use a 
proper optical cleaning fluid, however, 
as many domestic fluids contain 
additives such as ammonia, which 
can damage lens coatings. Also be 
sure to check that a cleaning fluid 
is suitable for use on camera sensors, 
and always apply fluid to a swab or 
cloth and never directly to the surface 
you are cleaning.

BRUSHES 

A GOOD soft-bristled brush is 
great for getting rid of dust and grit 
that gathers in small crevices in your 
camera and lenses Most brushes are 
designed for external use, but the 
Visible Dust Arctic Butterfly can be 
used internally to remove dust from a 
camera’s sensor. Once the brush has 
been used, the high-speed spinning 
mechanism can be activated, causing 
any dust collected to go flying off. It is 
important when using a brush not to 
touch the bristles with your fingers, as 
you could transfer oils and grease that 
could then end up on your camera's 
lenses or sensor.

BLOWERS 

EVEN the humble dust blower has 
advanced with the latest generation 
featuring filters and anti-static 
properties. While some conventional 
blowers are made from rubber, which 
degrades over time causing particles 
to be blown onto your camera 
equipment, newer blowers are made 
from silicon, which doesn't degrade 
and also helps reduce static charge 
This means that not only is dust blown 
off of the sensor, but the anti-static 
charge created repels dust from the 
surface Look out for a blower with a 
filter that will prevent any dust and grit 
from being sucked in and blown back 
out onto the sensor.

CANNED AIR 

FOR QUICKLY removing dust 
from even the tightest places, 
canned air is an excellent option 
It must be used carefully as it can 
expel liquid propellant and cause 
a surface to become very cold. 

If using canned air, always follow 
the instructions on the side of the 
can. Generally, you must keep the 
can in an upright position to avoid 
spraying the cold liquid propellant 
from the container. For this reason 
do not use canned air to clean 
camera sensors, and at first spray 
a burst of air away from any lenses. 
This should help expel any liquid 
that may have built up in the tube 
while it was not in use 
There is a way that canned air 
can be used to clean a sensor 
Green Clean produces a small 
vacuum cleaner for sensors, 
which utilises the canned air 
to create a vacuum that sucks 
particles from a camera's sensor 
and mirror box, as well as lenses.

AP guide to... 

Cleaning 
your camera’s 
sensor 

Dirt and dust on a camera sensor can spoil every 
image you take, yet cleaning the sensor is a fairly 
straightforward task. Follow Richard Sibley’s 
step-by-step guide to getting spotless images 

A DIRTY camera sensor is the bane of a photographers’ life. 

Dust prevents light from hitting the camera sensor, creating 
shadows that appear in the form of grey marks on photographs. 
These are most noticeable in images taken with a small aperture. 

While nearly all recent DSLR cameras come with built-in sensor¬ 
cleaning mechanisms, they are not always effective at removing all 
the dust and debris. Sometimes they just move it from one place on 
the sensor to another. Furthermore, some particles, like pollen, that 
stick to the sensor cannot be shifted by the vibrations used to shake 
the sensor 'dean’ 

When you have stubborn dirt on your sensor that simply won't 
shift, it is time to clean it manually. The thought of doing this fills 
many photographers with dread, and many prefer to have the 
sensor cleaned by professionals instead. However, if done patiently 
and carefully, it is possible to clean your camera's sensor yourself 
and save a few pounds in the process. 

CHECKING FOR DUST 

To see how much dust is on your camera's sensor, set your 
camera to aperture priority and select an aperture of f/16. Now 
photograph a plain white subject, such as a piece of white paper 
or card, so it fills the frame. Make sure the white background is 
fairly evenly lit and expose so that it is not quite burnt out. Don't 
worry about long exposure times or critical focusing as the dust 
that is on the sensor will appear regardless. In fact, some 
movement and a soft focus will help differentiate dust on the 
sensor from marks on the white background 

Load the picture into your chosen editing software and darken 
the shadows and brighten the highlights, or use the Auto Levels 
feature. By doing this any dust on the sensor will be revealed as 
black or dark grey marks against the solid white background. AP 


How to dean your DSLR camera's sensor 



1 First, make sure that the camera’s battery 
is fully charged. Activate your camera's 
sensor-cleaning mode from the Settings 
menu. Unlike the standard mirror lock-up mode, 
this also cuts power to the sensor, which prevents 
dust being attracted by the electrical charge. 



3 Use a new sensor swab and apply one or 
two drops of sensor-cleaning fluid to one 
side of the swab. Be careful not to touch the 
swab as you may transfer oil from your skin to the 
surface and then in turn to the sensor. 



5 Now, using a clean and dry swab, or the 
clean side of the existing swab, carefully 
move it in the opposite direction across the 
sensor to remove any remaining fluid or smears. 



2 With the sensor now exposed, turn the 
camera so that the sensor is facing the 
ground. Use a specifically designed blower 
brush to blow inside the camera. This will force 
some dust and, more importantly, any heavier 
particles that could cause scratches, to fall out. 



4 Press the swab onto the surface and move it 
carefully across the face of the sensor. Take 
care to make sure the corners of the swab 
reach into the corners of the sensor. 


5 Take an photograph of a solid white object 
(see Checking for dust, left) to see if 
any black dust marks appear. If any are 
apparent, repeat the cleaning process. 


CLEANING ENVIRONMENT 

Sensitive photographic components are generally 
manufactured and assembled in what are known as 
’clean rooms’. These rooms are as free as possible 
from dust and airborne particles, so when you receive 
a new camera or lens it should be clean and dust-free. 

Creating a 'clean room’ environment in your own 
home is a difficult, if not impossible, task. However, 
there are a few steps you can take when cleaning 
a camera sensor that will minimise the chances of 
contamination by environmental dust. 

The best way of preventing dust reaching the 


sensor is to work in a dust-free environment. 
Kitchens are often excellent working environments, 
as these rooms generally don’t have soft furnishings 
such as carpets and curtains that can produce 
airborne dust and fibres. Bathrooms may also be 
suitable, but you must be careful to avoid areas 
where deodorant or talc have been used. 

To keep the environment dust-free, close any 
windows and doors to minimise airflow and prevent 
outside dust blowing in. Wipe down the surfaces 
with a damp cloth to pick up any dust. If you have 
decided to clean your sensor in the bathroom, it is 
a good idea to run a hot bath or shower. The steam 


generated should weigh down any airborne dust 
particles, preventing them from floating around. If 
you are in a kitchen, you may wish to boil a kettle 
to achieve the same effect. Be sure to let the steam 
subside before introducing your camera to the room, 
as it could cause condensation to form in your 
camera and lenses. 

For added protection you could also use a pop-up 
tent, such as the Just Camera Bivvy (£22.95 from 
www.cameraclean.co.uk). This allows a camera 
to be handled while in a sealed environment and is 
useful for preventing dust from entering a camera 
whilst changing lenses outside.

A RECENT AP online poll revealed that 
of the five Micro System Camera (MSC) 
systems currently available, AP website 
users have the most faith in Panasonic’s 
This is despite the fact that Olympus has a 
longer history in photography and that Ricoh, 
Samsung and Sony use larger (APS-C-sized) 
sensors rather than the 17.3x13mm Four 
Thirds-type device employed by Panasonic. 

In its favour, though, Panasonic was the first 
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manufacturer to enter the MSC market 
and, more importantly, it has proved that 
it can make decent small cameras that 
produce high-quality images. 

FEATURES 

The Lumix DMC-G10 was announced at the 
same time as the Lumix DMC-G2, and is 
designed to be Panasonic’s most affordable 
MSC to date. Although it has the same mini- 
DSLR shape as the G2 (which replaced the 
Lumix DMC-G1), the G10 has a fixed LCD 
screen rather than an articulated unit. Also, 
unlike the G2’s monitor, the GlO’sscreen 
isn’t touch sensitive, although it does offer a 
Live View of the scene. In addition, there’s 
a 202,000-dot (equivalent) electronic 
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DMC-G10

viewfinder (EVF) with a 100% field of view 
for composing images with the camera held 
to the eye This is a lower resolution than the 
1.44-million-dot unit of the G2 and G1, so it 
will be interesting to see how it performs. 

Like Panasonic’s other MSCs, the G10 has 
a Four Thirds-type Live MOS sensor with 
12.1 million effective pixels. Images may 
be saved as raw or J PEG files, or as both 
simultaneously. Images are processed using 
the GlO’s Venus Engine HD II chip, which 
enables the camera to record JPEG files at 
3 2fps or 2fps until the SD (or SDHC) card 
is full. In keeping with the current trend, the 
G10 can record 1280x720-pixel movie 
footage at 30fps. 

With the exception of the lower resolution 
EVF and an articulated LCD, the G10 
appears to offer just about everything that 
an enthusiast can hope for from a Micro 
System Camera, so perhaps it is the ideal 
choice for those on a budget. At present it is 
only sold as a kit with the new Lumix G Vario 
14-42mm f/3.5-5.6 Asph Mega OIS lens. 


BUILD AND HANDLING 

Apart from it being slightly lighter, there is 
no discernible difference between the feel 
of the G10 and either the G1 or the G2 in 
the hand, and it appears just as well built 
However, the control layout falls 
somewhere between the G1 and 
G2. Uke the newer G2, the G10 has

a rear control dial above the thumb 
rest instead of a front dial, and 
there's a button on the top-plate to 
activate iA (Intelligent Auto) mode, which is 
reached via the mode dial on the G1. Unlike 
the G2, though, there’s no dedicated video¬ 
recording button and the G10’s mode dial 
must be rotated to its movie option and the 
shutter release used to start recording. The 
G10 also has the same method of setting 
the AF point selection mode as the G1, with 
a dial on the left of the top-plate setting 
the focus mode (single AF, continuous AF 
and manual) and the left navigation button 
providing a route to the point selection 
options. I prefer the top-plate-located 
switch-and-dial approach of the G2. 

One feature of the G2 that I miss in the 
G10 is the eye sensor that automatically 
detects if the camera is held to the eye and 
switch between the EVF and LCD screen 
displays. I find it frustrating to have to keep 
pressing the EVF/LCD button to alternate 
between the two display options manually 


RESOLUTION, NOISE 
AND SENSITIVITY 

While DSLR manufacturers have been 
pushing sensitivity settings up so that ISO 
12,800 (equivalent) is now becoming 
commonplace, Panasonic is a little more 
conservative with its MSCs and the G10 has 
a maximum setting of ISO 6400. This is the 
same as the G2 and a stop faster than the 
G1. However, even at the lower sensitivity 
settings noise is visible in some even-toned 
areas. This doesn’t really become a problem 
until around ISO 1600. The shadows of 
raw images taken at this setting have quite 
a lot of chroma noise, with red speckling 
bang particularly noticeable. Although the 
JPEG files captured with the standard level 
of in-camera noise reduction applied are 
smoother and have less colour noise visible, 
they contain a little less detail than the 
simultaneously recorded raw files. 

Our resolution tests confirm that the 
G10's resolution is on a par with the 
previous Panasonic G-series cameras 
we have tested, and in good light it can 
out-resolve some 12-million-pixel, APS-C- 
format DSLRs. The resolution chart images 
shown here were shot with the new G Vario 
14-42mm f/3.5-5.6 Asph Mega OIS lens, 
indicating that it is another high performer.

DYNAMIC RANGE 

One worry with Four Thirds and Micro Four 
Thirds cameras is that they often have a 
restricted dynamic range, but we have not 
found this to be the case with Panasonic's 
G-series cameras, which have an impressive 
range of 11.5EV 

There are four options available for the 
GIO's dynamic range optimising Intelligent 
Exposure (Exposure) mode: Off, Low, 
Standard and High. I used the highest 
setting during the majority of this test as the 
camera only applies the shadow brightening

effect when it deems it necessary and at 
the level it calculates to be appropriate 
This makes predicting the impact of using 
Exposure tricky, but with very high-contrast 
scenes it brightens the shadows yet leaves 
the image looking natural. 


WHITE BALANCE AND COLOUR 

As with Panasonic's other G-series 
cameras, the G10 produces images with 
bright, attractive colours. In the Standard 
Film mode, red and green can be a little

on the vivid or oversaturated side, but not 
excessively so in most cases. I rather like 
the results produced using the Nostalgic 
Film mode, but its warmer rendition and 
brighter midtones don't suit every scene 
so I appreciate being able to shoot up to 
three different versions of the same scene 
in quick succession using the Multi Film 
mode with the camera set to continuous 
shooting. Panasonic's automatic white 
balance system is extremely effective in 
most natural lighting conditions, and when 
shooting outdoors I find there is often little 
difference between using it and the sunny 
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Panasonic Lumix DMC-G10 Camera test 



daylight settings (even in cloudy conditions). 
Images taken under artificial light are 
reasonable, but not neutral. In tungsten 
lighting, for example, the results are usually 
quite warm and benefit from post-capture 
adjustment, but this is not unusual, 



failed to focus the lens before the subject 
had passed me. Walkers didn't trouble it, 
but I found it was hit and miss with runners. 
The AF Tracking mode is useful with fairly 
slow-moving subjects, or for using the focus 
and then compose technique, but it failed to 
latch onto any of the runners as they headed 
towards me in the race. 


METERING 

Previously, we have found Panasonic's 
144-zone Intelligent Multiple evaluative 
metering to be very reliable, and it doesn't 
disappoint in the G10. Although it isn’t 
overly troubled by dark or bright areas 
in the scene, it is sensible to keep an eye 
on the histogram and dial in exposure 
compensation when necessary. I found 
there were very few occasions when I 
needed to reduce the exposure, but as is 
often the case bright overcast skies can 
trick the G10 into slight underexposure

AUTOFOCUS 

Although I have no complaints about the 
GlO's AF performance with stationary and 
slow-moving subjects, its contrast-detection 
system is not ideally suited to shooting sport 
or fast action. When photographing one of 
the Race for Life events, for example, there

VIEWFINDER, LCD, 

LIVE VIEW AND VIDEO 

As it doesn't have a reflex mirror, the G10 
has an electronic viewfinder (EVF) rather 
than an optical one. With just 202,000 dots 
(equivalent), the G10's EVF has a considerably 
lower resolution than the 1.44-million- 
dot (equivalent) devices of the G1 and 
G2. However, this doesn’t make as much 
difference as the numbers might suggest. The 
view is slightly less detailed in the G10 EVF, 
but the image looks more natural with lower 
contrast and less edge sharpening. 

Despite the lower resolution of the finder, 
focusing manually is easy using the 1 Ox 
magnified display. I also found the GlO's 
EVF less prone to colour drag, which is the 
phenomenon that makes rainbow colours 
appear to trail behind features such as the gnd 
lines as the camera is moved relative to the eye. 

While the GlO’s 3in, 460,000-dot LCD 
screen provides a good view when shooting

indoors, I had to turn its brightness up to 
the highest available level when shooting 
outside to get a reasonable view When 
shooting from a low angle I really missed 
the articulated joint that allows the G2's 
screen to be visible from above. Even 
though the screen has a wide viewing angle, 
the G10's EVF projects out by around 1cm 
and obscures most of the scene. 

Although it doesn't offer Full HD 
(1920x1080-pixel) video recording like 
the Lumix DMC-GH1, the G10 can shoot 
1280x720-pixel movies at 30fps, which is 
enough for most enthusiasts.

Verdict 


FOR MOST photographers considering buying the 
Panasonic Lumix DMC-G10, the most important fact is 
that it is capable of recording the same level of detail as the 
other cameras in the Panasonic range. The company has 
not compromised in this area. The cost savings have been 
made at the expense of a few handling refinements, which 
may be of no consequence to some prospective users. 

During this test I found that the lower-resolution EVF was 
not the issue I thought it might be. However, I really missed 
the eye sensor and articulated screen of the G2. The 
sensors make swapping between using the EVF and the 
main LCD screen seamless, and enable me to shoot using 
the EVF and make menu based adjustments without having 
to remember to press the EVF/LCD button. 

Although the G10 has proved itself a very capable 
camera, if I were looking to buy a G-series model I would 
save a little longer to buy the G2.

MULTIPLICATION 

FACTORS 

Q l read the recent hands-on preview of the new Pentax 645D on the AP 
website at www.amateurphotographer.co.uk In the conclusion Damien 
Demolder states, 'the stated focal length should be multiplied by 0.8x.' 
Should that have been 1.8x 7 Claudio Costerni 

We are all used to seeing focal length multiplication factors greater than 
1 x these days because the size of the sensor in most digital SLRs is smaller 
than the size of 35mm film. In the case of medium-format cameras, though, 
the sensor is larger than 35mm film, so the multiplication factor swings the other way 
and is less than lx. 

For example, the standard lens on a Hasselblad medium-format camera has a focal 
length of 80mm. This gives the same field of 
view as a 50mm lens on a 35mm film camera 
or full-frame DSLR, so we say that the lens 
multiplication factor is x0.63. For the Pentax 
645D, the standard lens is 
70mm, giving a multiplication 
factor of 0.8x. It's only 
when we get to cropped- 
sensor DSLRs that the story 
is different For instance, on 
a Nikon D300S, a lens of 
33mm gives the same angle 
of view as a 50mm lens on 
35mm film - a magnification 
factor of 1.5x

STUDIO REFLECTORS 

Q l need a reflector for some full- 
length portraits, but I don't want 
to spend a lot of money. I've 
looked into using long sheets of paper 
from a roll, but someone would have to 
stand with it all the time or I would have 
to hang it from a stand, which isn't very 
practical. I've seen reflectors of this size 
on videos of studio photo shoots, with one 
side black and the other white. Where can 
I get these, and are they expensive 7 
Jo Hartley 

The large reflectors in studios you 
have seen are called polyboards. 
They are white on one side and 
black on the other so they can be used to 
soak up light too, which is useful in studios 
with white walls. They are lightweight and 
easily supported without an assistant. I dare 


say a specialist photographic 
retailer might charge you 
handsomely for one, but I've always 
got mine from DIY or builders' stores like 
Jewson, Ridgeons or B&Q. Look for the 
type of polystyrene boards that would be 
used for underfloor insulation. The best 
size is 1,200x2,400x50mm and you can 
expect to pay between £10 and £20 for a 
single sheet. You can paint one side black 
with ordinary emulsion paint if you need to.

In mode 1, camera shake is 
detected in all directions and 
corrected by moving a lens 
element slightly to counteract the wobble 
In mode 2, the lens tries to determine if you 
are deliberately moving in one direction - 
when you are panning, for instance - and 
does not try to correct for movement in this 
direction. This is obviously useful in sports 
photography. I’m not sure if you have tested 
your lens under these conditions, but if you 
try following a moving subject with a shutter 
speed of around 1/15sec-l/60sec you 
should notice the difference between the

MINIMUM APERTURE 


Q l read a review recently of the 
Nikon TC-20E III teleconverter 
that refers, in two cases, to the 
teleconverter reducing the minimum 
aperture of the lens in use. I always 
thought it is the maximum aperture that 
is reduced. Can you clarify this, please 7 
Billy Cochrane 


Essentially, using a teleconverter 
reduces the amount of light 
coming through the lens by 1 
stop in the case of a 1 4x converter, and 
2 stops in the case of a 2x converter. This 
makes both the maximum and minimum 
effective apertures of the lens smaller by 1 
or 2 stops respectively. So an AF-S Nikkor 
70-200mm f/2.8G ED VR II telezoom lens, 
which normally has a minimum aperture 
of f/22, will have an aperture range of 
f/5.6-f/45 when fitted with the TC-20E 
III converter. Typically in these situations, 
most people are only concerned with the 
maximum aperture of such a combination, 
as this impacts on viewfinder brightness and 
limits the shutter speeds you will be able to 
use when shooting Ian Farrell

Your questions answered 


White balance 
with a grey card 

In Ask AP in AP 3 July, I looked at how 
to use a mid-grey card when metering 
for exposure in complicated lighting 
conditions. Such a card can also be 
used to set an accurate white balance. 
So how is it done and why would you 
want to do this in the first place? 

Your camera’s automatic white 
balance facility will make a decent job 
of assessing the colour temperature of 
a scene in many situations. That said, 
when you are shooting under mixed 
light sources, or you want accurate 
colour in skin tones, it pays to set 
things manually. This means accessing 
your camera’s white-balance presets, 
although these are a bit crude for 
accurate work. Most cameras offer 
the facility to set white balance more 


accurately by aiming the camera at a 
piece of neutral grey card and firing the 
shutter. This should be done under the 
ambient conditions you are working in, 
and any grey or white material can be 
used - even a humble piece of blank 
paper. Under mixed lighting conditions 
you will get a different result depending 
on where you position the grey card, so 
try to place it next to the object in the 
scene for which colour accuracy is most 
important. For instance, let's consider a 
portrait taken indoors under a mixture 
of fluorescent, tungsten and window 
light - a combination you'll find in any 
office. Here, a grey card positioned 
next to the subject's face will allow you 
to measure a precise white balance for 
that set of circumstances, which will 
render skin tones accurately. 

Alternatively, raw shooters can set 
white balance retrospectively. Include 
a neutral grey-card target (or piece of 
white paper) in the first frame, and use 
this to set white balance by clicking on it 
with the White Balance tool you'll find in 
most raw converter packages. You can 
then apply this setting to the rest of the 
raw files captured during your session.

NEGATIVE SCANNER 

Q l would like to scan 6x6cm black & 
white negatives in order to produce 
prints up to A3 in size. I currently 
have an Epson Perfection 1240U scanner 
that is functional but elderly, and I have 
never found the quality of scanned negatives 
to be very good. The review of the Epson 
Perfection V600 Photo scanner in AP 19 
June is very favourable. If I buy this product, 
am I likely to find a significant improvement 
in the quality of medium-format negative 
scans, when compared with my old 1240U 
scanner? Malcolm Bowditch 


Absolutely yes, Malcolm. Advances 
in scanner technology have 
been significant since the Epson 
Perfection 1240U was launched in 2001. 
The V600 scans at much higher resolution 
(6400x9600ppi as opposed to the 
1240U’s 1200x2400ppi) and can resolve 
detail in deeper blacks. Quite simply, the 
V600 is a different class of scanner that 
has always performed very well when I've 
used it to scan medium-format film You 
should note that the V600's Digital ICE 
anti-dust technology will not work with 
your black & white negatives, as traditional 
monochrome film appears opaque to the 
infrared light that this technology employs 
to detect dust and scratches on colour film.

Jerome asks How can I take pictures to make 
hills look as steep as they do in real life?

John Hallett replies Try including 
something else in the shot as a comparison, 
such as a figure, a building or a tree.

SHORT dynamic range and poor 
performance in low-light conditions are 
two of the most obvious downsides to 
shooting with a compact camera. With this 
in mind, Canon has shifted its emphasis 
from a high pixel count to images with less 
noise and more detail in its latest compact 
camera, the IXUS 300 HS. We might 
deduce that the HS stands for high speed/ 
sensitivity, but Canon tells me that it doesn't

million pixels, while its GIO predecessor has

fewer pixels than the IXUS 210. Canon's 
highest pixel-count IXUS compact camera. 

Canon’s new IXUS 300 HS has DIGIC 4 
processing and a high-sensitivity, back- 
illuminated CMOS sensor. When these 
are combined with the same size sensor 
as previous IXUS models, lower noise 
levels should be ensured. The wide and 
bright lens has an effective focal range 
of 28-105mm and an aperture of f/2 
at 28mm (effective), through to f/8 with 
several aperture settings in between 

BUILD AND HANDLING 

Elegant curves and a stainless-steel 
body encase the slim, mobile phone-sized 
IXUS 300 HS. There is no viewfinder, 
but the 3in, 230,000-dot, 16:9 aspect 
ratio LCD screen has a wide viewing angle 
both horizontally and vertically, and can 
be seen reasonably well in sunlight. 

The widescreen format is perhaps an 
indication that HD video will become 
an increasingly prominent feature in 
future compact camera releases. I was 
concerned that I might crack the screen 
when the camera was in my pocket, but 
it survived when treated with care. 

There are many features consistent 
with recent releases in the IXUS range 
(see the IXUS 210 test in AP 22 May), 
such as smile- and blink-recognition 
shooting modes. These work particularly 
well when shooting children or when using 
the self-timer The menu is simple to 
navigate with the responsive scroll wheel, 
which enables button provision to be kept 
to a minimum. Enthusiasts will appreciate 
the aperture and shutter priority modes,

PERFORMANCE 

Images are generally punchy, and both 
the white balance and auto meter readings 
are accurate. There is no manual-focus 
mode, but the AF (nine-point and fixed- 
to-centre one-point) is responsive and 
performs well. However, I would have liked 
the option to select the active focus point 
in the one-point setting 

Images have detail in high-contrast 
scenes, such as sunny skies and shadows, 
indicating that the IXUS 300 HS has a 
high dynamic range. In extreme high- 
contrast scenes the i-contrast mode can 
be activated to brighten shadows and 
increase midtone contrast, but overall 
images tend to look flatter. In backlit 
conditions there is a little fringing, but 
these issues are minor as they will only be 
noticeable on prints of A3-plus in size. 

Chroma noise is virtually non-existent 
and at ISO 3200 luminance noise is 
handled quite well, with only a hint of 
smudging. In fact, the camera scored an 
impressive 18 at ISO 100 and 14 at ISO 
3200 in our resolution chart tests. In low- 
light shooting mode ISO 6400 is available, 
but the pixel count drops to 2.5 million so 
few photographers will use this option In 
continuous shooting mode, 3.7fps can be 
achieved at full resolution, but to achieve 
the maximum 8.4fps the pixel count again 
drops to 2.5 million pixels. 

Having used both the scene selection 
and semi-auto shutter/aperture priority 
shooting modes, I found that the Smart Auto 
mode accurately produced optimal settings, 
including white balance I was generally 
happy to settle for this as a default, and when 
the Smart Auto mode wasn't suitable I found 
the menu simple and easy to navigate. 


Verdict 

THIS stylish 
little camera 
packs a big 
punch. The 
dynamic range 
and low-light performance are 
excellent thanks to the HS-system 
CMOS sensor, and the Smart Auto 
mode is reliable under a variety 
of settings. With a few fun extras 
thrown in like fisheye and miniature- 
effect modes, the Canon IXUS 300 
HS should interest both the casual 
and discerning photographer.

Amateur Photographer's... 

ICONS OF PHOTOGRAPHY 

ICONIC SCIENTIST 

Alfred Watkins 

1855-1935 

Although largely forgotten, this Victorian 
amateur photographer and self-taught polymath 
made vital progress for the medium 

ALFRED WATKINS was ostensibly 
a typical Victorian amateur photographer. 

In those pre-Kodak days you needed 
money to practise the process as a 'hobby', 
and his family owned several businesses 
in the Gloucester and Hereford areas 
After attending a private school, he was 
self-taught in the subjects that interested 
him, of which there were many In 1883, 
he won the City and Guilds Silver Medal. 

He was described as knowing 'everything 
about something and something about 
everything' In 1905-6 he became involved 
with politics, heavily supporting the Liberal 
party against trade protectionism with 
lectures and slide shows. 

Watkins became interested in 
photography through a self-built pinhole 
camera. He never believed in spending 
money on kit that you could build from 
everyday materials. This occurred at the 
time when the wet plate - prepared, 
exposed and developed on the spot - was 
being replaced by the dry gelatmo-bromide 
plate. Being dry, the plates could be 
manufactured and sold in boxes ready to 
expose. At first 'ordinary' (blue-sensitive 
only), the colour sensitivity began to 
extend into green, where the eye is most 
sensitive, and which gives a better greyscale 
colour equivalent. These films are called 
'orthochromatic' and are still on sale today. 

Means were soon found to extend 
colour sensitivity into red - the beginnings 
of 'panchromatism' - but in the 1880s, a 
problem reared its head. With the wet plate 
process and the dry 'ordinary' plates, you 
could develop under a red safelight and stop 
when the negative contrast reached a level 
you liked. However, the extended spectrum 
of the new dry plates, especially into red, 
meant they had to be processed in total 
darkness. So how to know when to stop 7 

Watkins came up with the answer - 
development by time and temperature, 
the two factors that determine negative 
contrast. He published figures for the 
development times in different formulae,

which were soon included on makers' 
leaflets in developer and plate boxes. When 
development under a safelight was possible, 
and for bromide prints whose depth can 
be difficult to judge, Watkins worked out 
the time it took from when the image first 
appeared until a good black was reached 
This interval was, and is, the Watkins factor. 

Although Hurter and Driffield's work (see 
Icons of photography, AP12 September 
2009) meant that new film boxes could 
now give fairly accurate 'film speed' data, 
how were you to relate this to the eventual 
camera exposure? Hurter and Driffield had 
built actinometers but they were for lab 
use. Watkins, instead, produced the Bee 
Meter, named for his lifelong interest in 
beekeeping. Shaped like a watch, the H&D 
speed was set before pointing the meter 
at the incident light source until a piece of 
bromide paper darkened to the tint of a 
reference colour next to it, which gave the 
required exposure. The Bee Meter could be 
used anywhere, and was the forerunner of 
all exposure meters. 


For these two eminently practical 
inventions, Watkins deserves the Icon label, 
even though his name is largely forgotten He 
was also a keen archaeologist, and founded 
the Naturalists’ Field Club. He made a survey 
of pigeon loft conditions in Herefordshire, 
and an important photo survey of church 
and market crosses. His most important, and 
remembered, non-photographic work was 
his proposed ley lines, which he asserted 
were anaent features that, when joined up, 
were the straight lines along which prehistonc 
nomadic tribes navigated across forested 
Britain. Although now broadly discounted, his 
seminal book, The Old Straight Track (1925) 
is still in print 

He died in 1935, leaving a wife, a son 
who became a distinguished scientist, and 
a daughter The Daily Express wrote 'He 
was scholar, miller, archaeologist, naturalist, 
inventor, magistrate, county councillor... he 
was full of years and honours.’ It did not 
mention photographer or apiarist, but we 
can surely accord him the status of an icon 
of our craft.

Lens construction Geoffrey Crawley explains., 



ens construction 



If you have ever wondered what goes into making that triumph 
of optical engineering that is your camera’s lens, then read on. In 
this, part one, we explain the science and technology behind their 
construction and how these elements produce your images 


THE SIMPLEST lens element is 
the meniscus. Despite the spherical 
and chromatic aberrations, it was the 
standard lens built into countless models of 
inexpensive cameras, and gave acceptable 
results using black & white film. Those used 
were usually orthochromatic (blue/green 
sensitive), so the lack of red corrections was 
less important. But after the Second World 
War, the arrival of cheap colour film spelled 
its doom, except in the cheapest toy kit. 

To avoid over-complication, I will name 
only the main aberrations. These are the 
errors most noticeable to the photographer 
spherical aberration, chromatic (colour) 
aberration, and curvilinear distortion. This 


latter error images straight lines as bowing 
either outwards (barrelling) or inwards 
(cushioning). In the digital age, lateral 
(sideways) colour dispersion, or aberration, 
is a particular sin, resulting in ugly colour 
fringes. It can be difficult to reduce to 
a minimum, though some DSLRs have 
firmware routines that remove it, usually 
when filing JPEGs. 

Lens elements usually have spherical 
element surfaces, whose shape forms part 
of a curve (or rather, a globe). Hence they 
project the image in a similarly curved 
shape. Uncorrected, the flat film or sensor 
would only see part of the image as sharp. 
Stopping down brings a greater area into

focus, but there are other errors - for 
example, the fall-off of image illumination 
towards the edges and corners of the 
picture, known as vignetting. This can be a 
special problem in digital photography the 
micro lenses that front the sensor mask 
light as it arrives more and more obliquely 
towards the frame margins, rather like a 
too-narrow lens hood. 

OPTICAL GLASS 

Glass is basically made of silica, as bountiful 
as the sands of the seaside. When heated, 
it fuses into a transparent material To make 
a lens element, a block is coarsely ground 
down and then polished to shape. With a 
meniscus lens, the deeper and stronger its 
curve, the closer to the lens the image is 
focused. The distance from the centre of the 
lens to the focused image of a distant object 
is known as its focal length and determines 
the size of the image relative to the subject. 
This applies to all lenses, no matter how 
many elements they contain In multi¬ 
element optics, the focal length is measured 
from the optical centre, its principal plane, 
which may not be the measured centre of 
the optical cell as it appears. 

The two main properties of glass for 
imaging purposes are its light bending 
power, or ‘refractive index' (Rl), and its 
colour dispersion Sir Isaac Newton found 
that sunlight was composed of a rainbow 
of colours from blue to red It happened 
because the glass in the prism he used 
dispersed the colours according to 
wavelength. The refractive index determines 
how deep the curve needs to be to give a 
lens or element of a given focal length A 
glassware maker, G Ravenscroft, realised 
that Rl and colour dispersion varied with 
the source of silica used for the glass. He 
found that very pure glass with favourable 
high Rl and low colour dispersion could be 
made from silica deposits in the south of 
England. It was named 'flint' glass from the 
surrounding geology. If you have tableware 
or vases that feel heavier than you might 
expect, that will be flint glass, as it can 
contain up to 40-60% lead. 

The other type found was named ‘crown’ 
glass. It is made from alkaline silicates with 
a potassium oxide content. Refractive index 
is low with this glass, as is colour dispersion. 
It is part of the inherent nuisance of things 
that glass with a useful high Rl will also have 
undesirable high colour dispersion, while a 
glass with low dispersion will have a low Rl 

CROWN AND FLINT 

The doublet was a big step forward, improving 
the performance of astronomical telescopes 
by a major factor. It proved excellent for 
photographic cameras too, correcting colour 
for two spectrum bands, bnnging the blue 
and most of the green to a common focus. 
The term 'achromat' is used for a lens of this 
type. A lens bringing red to the same focus 
as blue and green is termed an ‘apochromat.’ 
The term can be abused today when 
correction may not extend as far into 
the red as it implies. 

It did not then take long to realise 
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that if you backed a doublet with 
another reversed (see Fig E), a 
further reduction of aberration, 
both chromatic and curvilinear, occurred. 
The rapid rectilinear symmetrical lens had 
now arnved, and it proved one of the most 
popular in 19th century photography. It 
is said to have been discovered by John 
Dollond, an English optician, and retail shops 


of the Dollond & Aitchison ophthalmic optical 
company are still in business in our high 
streets. Crown and flint reigned supreme until 
Abbe and Schott began orderly research 
into glass types and the effect of additional 
chemicals on Rl and colour dispersion. 

This work produced the Jena Abbe 
glasses of the 1880s. They allowed a 
new generation of more highly corrected

photographic lenses to be calculated, 
especially for astigmatism, which is the 
failure to bring adjacent vertical and 
horizontal lines to the same sharp focus 
The modern era had arrived and research 
into new types intensified, notably after 
Second World War. But crown and flint 
are still there in the current Schott optical 
catalogue listing numerous types in modern 
use. But research has majored on high Rl, 
low colour dispersion glasses to meet the 
demand for improved telephoto lenses. 
They are also significant in the design of 
zoom lenses, which have generally taken 
over from monofocals in the last 20 years 
as the standard lens sold with the camera. 

As we’ve seen, the two most important 
properties of a transparent medium from 
the camera lens point of view are its 
refractive index and colour dispersion. Ernst 
Abbe and Otto Schott, who established 
the great German glass foundry, compiled 
a catalogue of the known types, all of 
which the firm can supply. To denote colour 
dispersion, an ‘Abbe number' is given - the 



THE 

BIG STEP 


Post-war developments were triggered 
when Canon launched two telephoto 
lenses with elements in crystalline fluorite. 
Their performance in sharpness and detail 
definition was far in advance of existing 
telephoto optics. The problem with fluorite, 
however, is that it is temperature sensitive 
and very soft. It is easily abraded and slowly 
turns opaque in a pollutant atmosphere. 

Plus, it is hard to grow the crystalline 
structures in which it is formed. Used within 
an optical cell, it can be protected with 
nitrogen but, overall, it is a difficult and 
expensive medium. Nikon soon reacted 
and marketed Nikkor lenses with extra low 
(colour) dispersion (ED) optical glass. It lacks 
as high an Rl and as low an Abbe number as 
fluorite, but has none of its drawbacks. 

Since ED glass appeared, further 
improvements have been made, leading to 
super low dispersion (SLD) glass, ultra low 
dispersion (ULD) glass, and so on. Only one 
type stands out from the succession: glass 
with anomalous partial dispersion. Normally, 
the colour spectrum produced by a glass 
follows the pattern of a mathematical 
formula. However, glass formulations 


have been found that produce lower 
dispersion in one spectrum band than 
the others. Obviously, this can help solve 
a problem, say, in an optic with greater 
colour aberration in one spectrum band 
than elsewhere. With such esoteric optical 
glasses, the technology stands today. But 
not for long: at photokina in February this 
year, Sigma announced lenses using a new 
glass claimed to have properties equalling 
fluorite. Whatever next? 

COATING 

The best efforts of the glass researchers 
would be in vain but for a separate 
development. Multi-element lenses would 
not produce a worthwhile image due to the 
build-up of internal reflections bouncing 
back and forth between them, were it not 
for anti-reflection coating. 

Back in 1912, the leading UK optician 
Dennis Taylor had noticed that a lens 
element, tarnished by exposure to an 
industrial atmosphere, transmitted a 
clearer image than a brand new one. He 
patented a process for chemical tarnishing 
but nothing was done about it. During the 
Second World War, a Kodak Aero-Ektar 
for aerial photography had one surface 
anti-reflection coated. In 1935, a Zeiss 
optician, A Snakula, developed a method of 
evaporating a thin film of metal oxide onto a 
glass surface, but it did not attract attention 
until after the war, when its practical 
significance was finally realised. The 
principle is simple: most light travels though 
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lower the better For example, a typical 
crown glass has a low Rl of 1.5 and an Abbe 
number of 60 Flint can have an RI as high 
as 2 and an Abbe number of around 45. 
Naturally, the catalogue contains much 
other information. The Japanese equivalent 
is the Hoya catalogue 
The usual procedure when an optical 
firm comes up with an important chemical 
formula for a new optical glass is to first 
patent it. It can then be made on an 
industrial scale by Scott or Hoya and, if 
the patent owner wishes, it can be made 
available to other optical firms on payment 
of a licence fee.

a lens, but some is reflected from the 
element's surface. The micro-thin coating 
provides a second reflecting surface, but 
the reflected waves are out of phase. That 
means its wavelength peaks match the 
wavelength troughs of the reflections from 
the lens element. They cancel each other 
out and the reflection disappears. 

Naturally, a lens receives light of a variety 
of wavelengths, so nowadays multi¬ 
layer thin film coatings are used, though 
progress continues. Without anti-reflection 
techniques, modern multi-element 
monofocal and zoom lenses would not 
form a useful image. 

THE COMPUTER AGE 

In terms of actual design calculation, and 
taking advantage of the advances we 
have discussed, over all else looms the 
computer. Designing a lens still uses the 
same routine it always did: ray tracing - 
that is, tracking the path light rays take after 
entering the lens from a range of angles. 
This shows whether aberrations are likely, 
and the properties of the optical glasses 
expected to be used and a rough spec of 
the desired lens are established. From their 
experience the old pre-computer-aided 
design (CAD) technicians make a rough 
drawing of the likely configuration. Then 
begins the laborious task of calculating the 
path that the rays would take from a point 
at infinity through the chosen elements of 
optical glass. A prototype might even be 
made, and slowly a picture will build up of 


how efficient the imagined configuration 
would be. Perhaps after a year or two a 
decision will be made whether to market 
the design. 

Many years ago on a visit to the 
Carl Zeiss works at Oberkochen, 
Germany, I was taken to see the 
computer department. On the way 
we passed a large, high, and empty, 
multi-storey building, which had once 
been the home of a hundred or more 
operators of mechanical calculating 
machines. These work like one-armed 
bandits: you set the wheels to the 
numbers, then pull the handles. They 
spent their working life calculating ray 
paths according to the formulae sent 
them by the lens design teams. 

The new computer installation proved 
to be one large room of throbbing 
mainframes and about 30 personnel. 
Alarmingly, most of them had hair 
standing up on end because of the 
static. I was invited to propose a lens 
specification and chose a 60mm f/2.8 
1:1 focusing product for 135 format. 

Just five minutes later I was handed 
a complete printout with five design 
options, each fully ray tested. There were 
the predicted MTFs, colour aberration, 
distortion, vignetting, and so on, of each 
lens. Pre-CAD, I was told this would have 
taken years to reach. But as to what 
option to go for among those provided 
relies on the knowledge, intuition and 
experience of the design team. The 


human factor remains supreme; Zeiss 
assured me it was this that maintained its 
superiority, not its computer hardware. 

ASPHERICS 

About the same time as the computer was 
making its impact, interest revived in lens 
elements of which one or both surfaces 
are not curved as part of a sphere. The 
French philosopher Descartes (1596- 
1650) had actually investigated aspherics, 
as did UK scientist Charles Cavendish 
in the 19th century. Descartes even 
designed a machine that could grind and 
polish them. In the 1960s this was used as 
a starting point for research. 

An aspheric element is one that alters 
its curvature across its surface. While 
complex and expensive, in some lenses 
they can reduce the increase in a spherical 
aberration as the lens is focused closer, as 
well as reduce vignetting. Three forms are 
in use. First, a complete blank of optical 
glass can be ground and polished, but this 
is slow and costly. Second, a spherical base 
of optical glass is fronted by an aspheric¬ 
surfaced cap in optical resin, which is less 
expensive and very effective. Third, the 
whole element can be precision moulded 
in a high-grade synthetic. This is the least 
expensive medium and may be used in 
lower-cost optics. 

These are the means modern designers 
have at their disposal. Next time, in part 
two, we will see how they come together 
to create the modern camera lens.

When it comes to producing cameras, is it possible that 
manufacturers have some idea of what they are doing? 


HERE’S an idea that flies in the face of internet 
opinion, it is entirely possible that the majority of 
photographic manufacturers actually have some 
idea of what they are doing. More idea, anyway, than 
those who 'redesign' cameras via Adobe Photoshop, 
and then complain that the manufacturers don't 
build the cameras they have drawn with all the extra 
features they have listed Consider, after all, how 
manufacturers manage to stay in business: by selling 
people what they want at a price they can afford. 

Admittedly, I’ve been 
guilty myself of trying to 
tell camera manufacturers 
their business. For 
example, I can't see why 
so many digital compacts 
dispense with optical 
viewfinders. Holding a 
camera at arm's length is 
rarely, in my view, a good 
way to take a picture. Of 
course, there are times 
when it’s useful: holding 
the camera above your head, over a stairwell or 
whatever But the vast majority of the time, I want 
a picture of what my eye sees, from where my eye 
sees it - in my head and not at the end of my arm. 

Or, for another example, many years ago I was 
very nearly thrown out of a press launch. It was for 
a 'professional' 35mm SLR, in the days when they 
were getting bigger and bigger. This one was huge. 
When they'd finished telling me about it, I said, 'Well, 
actually, I prefer smaller, lighter cameras, so I use 
medium format.’ They were less than overjoyed 

The answer, though, is that I shouldn’t take myself 
too senously. If I don’t want that sort of camera, 

I don’t have to buy one I can find one that does 
what I want, the way I want it. It will probably cost 
more, but that’s the pnce you pay for getting the 
product you actually want. 

Except, of course, that another Internet 
Angry Brigade immediately emerges, whingeing 
and snivelling that they don't want to pay the 
price - a surprising number of people seem to feel 
that they have a God-given right to buy whatever 
they want, at whatever price they want to pay. 
Something well made, with proper quality control 
and reparable will cost more than something that is 
glued together in China. But the 1 want it cheaper’ 
brigade doesn’t care that there are other people 
who would rather have something of better quality, 
even if it costs a bit more, 


What really prompted this little tirade, though, is 
the complete and utter technical ignorance of so 
many people who demand so many things. Now, 

I am pretty technically ignorant when it comes to 
electronics, but I know, for example, that there is 
a fairly direct correlation between LCD size and 
power consumption, for a given resolution and a 
given technology I also suspect (on good grounds) 
that increasing the resolution increases power 
consumption, and I am absolutely confident that 

bigger, higher-resolution 
screens need more 
processing power, and 
that more processing 
power entails more 
problems with heat 
dissipation. In other 
words, even if the 
battery doesn't go flat 
unacceptably quickly, 
the electronics may 
well overheat. 

Moore’s Law is, of 
course, relevant. It states that the cost of chips 
halves every couple of years for the same 
performance, but implicit in the same law is an 
increase in efficiency - that is, longer battery life 
and less heat to dissipate. Nor should improvements 
in the battenes themselves be neglected - energy 
densities climb steadily, and self-discharge rates 
fall But at any one time, battery life and heat 
dissipation are powerful constraints on what 
can be built into a camera. 

So are mark-ups. Time and again, people say, 
'But it would only cost £1 to add this' Well, often 
they’re flatly wrong about the factory cost. The 
component may cost £1, but fitting it may well 
add another £1, so that’s £2, and then the mark¬ 
ups are the killer. There's an old rule of thumb 
that the final selling price is likely to be about five 
times the factory’s manufacturing cost, so there's 
£10 on the retail price. Trivial 7 Yes, but it’s a 
cut-throat market, which takes us back to the 
'I want it cheaper' brigade. 

People quite often say they want something, and 
that they are willing to pay for it, then fail to put their 
money where their mouth is Separating what they 
really want, and are willing to pay for, from what 
they say they want is a non-negligible skill - and 
probably one of which the manufacturers have more 
knowledge or experience than I, or than the vast 
majority of internet fantasists.
